A small patch of early Irish potatoes 


may be a profitable crop either from 
a commercial standpoint or for home 
use. states R. R. Musselman, assitant 
countyagent. This is especially true, 
from the home use standpoint us the 
early potatoes will dome In nt a time 
when the winter supply is exhausted 
and the price of potatoes is high and 
so can make possible quite a saving in 
the cost of living. 


The Irish potato grows best on a 


gravelly or sandy loam soil that is well 
drained and has a good supply of 
plant food available. A soil well sup- 
plied with organic matter is best. The 
use of cover crops to supply humus 
and organic matter is recommended. 
The plowing under of soybeans, vetch 
or cowpens previous toplanting a crop 
of potatoes is a good pratice. The 
land should be plowed as deep as the 
type of soil will permit. Spring-plow- 
ed land should be harrowed' Immedi- 
ately to prevent baking and forma- 
tion of clods as well as to conserve 
moisture. Experimental work in Ark>- 
nnsas 
has 
shown 
that 600 to 1000 


pounds per acre of a 5-10-5 fertilizer 
is desirable. 


The varieties recommended for ear- 


ly production in Arkansas are Bliss 
Triumph and Irish Cobbler. If certi- 
fied seed is used a great many diffi- 
culties may be avoided as seed that 
is certified should be true to name, 
type and produced by strong, healthy 
plants, which have developed a larger 
miniber of even sized potatoes. The 
best yields arc obtained from the use 
of 15 to 18 bushels of seed per acre. 
Experiments have shown that large 
seed pieces give belter yields than 
small ones. A seed 
piece weighing 


from 1 to 2 ounces and containing 
from 1 to 3 eyes is best. Smaller seed 
pieces are more likely to rot or dry 
up in the ground under average con- 
ditions. The seed potatoes should be 
cut so that all cuts are at right an- 
gles and • the seed should be planted 
as soon as cut. 


Plant the early crop as soon as the 


danger fo heavy frost is over. The 
soil should be loose and well pulver- 
ized. Frequent cultivation is essen- 
tial to conserve moisture, keep down 
weeds, and stimulate root action.

preference. Varieties which have been 
ouncl highly resistant to wilt are 
Jixie 14-1, Arkansas 17, and Rowden 
2088. As shown by the test, varieties 
which have large bolls nre Kcrchi, 
Rowden 4046, and Delfos 719 and vari- 
eties producing long staple are Coker- 
iVilds 5, Kerch! and Arkansas 17. 


Treatment of Animals With 


Screw Worms 


Investigations 
and 
reports 
from 


stockmen indicate the presence of the 
crew worm in this section almost 
ever year according to W. E. Mount- 
castle, county agent. 
' 


The screw worm has never done 


widespread harm in Arkansas yet the 
rew cases reported justifies a more 
general knowledge of it, and the im- 
portance of its control. 


Infestations are easily confused with 


:he maggots of the common blowfly. 
The true screw worm, fly breeds only 
n living animals. Eggs are bid on 
the wound and young maggots begin 
to appear in 10 to 12 hours. They im- 
mediately bore their way into the 
flesh and feed in clusters so as to 
form pockets in the wounds, accord- 
ing to M. W. Muldrow, animal hus- 
bandman, University of Arkansas, Col- 
lege of Agriculture. 


When screw worms are present 


a wound, there is n bloody d 
and a eharactersiUc 
odor. For all 


practical purposes, a bloody discharge 
is sufficient evidence to identiy their 
presence. A hard swelling usually 
accompanies a screw worm infestation 
Bloody frothing from the mouth some- 
times indicates that the lips or gums 
of the animal are infected. Cornmor 
blow-fly maggots do not cause bleed- 
ing in wounds. 


Recommendations by the Bureau o. 


Entomology and plant Quarantine foi 
control of screw worms arc benzol to 
kill the screw worms, and pine-tar oi 
used us a dressing afterwards and for 
repelling flies, thus preventing furlhe 
infestation. 


Special emphasis should be given to 


the matter of the pine-tar oil rathei 
than the pine-tar. Pine-tar Jacks the 
healing effects of the pine-tar oil and 
is likely to cause further injury from 
blistreing. 


Before these materials are applied 


the portions of the animal covcrec 
with discharges from 
the 
wound, 


should be carefully cleaned. Wound: 
containing blood and seriun must be 
carefully swabbed with cotton, be 
cause benzol does n/>l reudijy kil 
screw worms protected by fluids in 
the wound. 


Immediately following the swabbing 


a light application of commercial ben 
zol is made to the wound with an oi 
can or syringe, which retards the flow 
of blood. Tliree or 4 minutes shouk 
be alov/ed for the benzol to reach the 
screw worms. A second light applica

Growing Tree Seedlings 


Hempstead county farmers who have 
vailable walnuts, pecans, acorns, or 
jlnck locust, bois d'Arc, ash, hard 
maple, catnlpn, sycnmore 
nnd other 


ree seeds and wish to grow seed- 
ings should prepare the seed bed now, 
according to W. E. Mountcastle, coun- 
y agent. 
The soil should be prepared as for 


i garden, nnd the site fnirly well 
Iruined and preferably near a sup- 
)ly of water. Any of these seeds can 
•>e planted near the first of April, or a 
'ew weeks later. They 
should 
be 


limited in rows about a foot apart. 


Walnuts, pecans, hickory nuts or 


icorns cnn lie planted at a depth of 
ibout 2 inches. The seeds of the oth- 
ers mentioned should not be planted 
deeper tha none-half inch, according 
o Lewis M. Turner, Assistant Fores-

It is an advantage to water flic seed 


bed every other day for several weeks 
unless it rains. After that only occa- 
sional watering may be necessary ex- 
cept in the case of drouth. Weeding 
is necessary in the first six weeks, 
and possibly once or twice. 


"Orange Kusf of Blackberries 


The disease of blackberries known 


as "Orange Rust" is undoubtedly one 
of the most .serious, if not the most 
serious, disease affecting the plants 


this state, according to W. E. 


Mountcastle county agent. Plants uf- 
fected with' the disease never bear, 
never recover and are a source of 
spread to other bushes. 


They are easily recognized by the 


bright orange spore 
masses 
which 


completely cover the lower surfaces 
of the leaves. Unfortunately, it is 
too late at that time to prevent the 
spread of the disease from the diseas- 
ed leaves. Such plants should be dug 
up, roots and tops, and burned. 


If possible, the plants should be dug 


up before the orange spore masses 
are set free. This can be done witli n 
little close observation and experi- 
ence. 


Tlie new shoots of diseased plants 


which appear in the spring are spind- 
ling and unbranchcd. with peculiar, 
small leaves. The rust can then be 
recognized by close examination and 
the plants dug up and destroyed be- 
fore the spores are set free. It is nec- 
essary to destroy the diseased plants, 
not only in the cultivated field, but 
also in the urea surrounding it. 


Wild blackberries are highly subject 


to "Orange Rust" us well as other 
blackberry diseases. So fur us possi- 
ble, all wild blackberries and dew- 
berries surrounding blackberry plant- 
ings should be grubbed up and burn- 
ed.

ing.

up by .Representative 


Smith of Virginia, no 'one paid par- 
ticular attention to it at the time. 


Would Require Full Report 


Briefly, here's what.H.-R. 11223 pro- 


vides: 


1. Any person or organization that 


solicits money to influence legislation 
one way or the other'must file with 
the clerk of the house of representa- 
tives a list of all expenditures of such 
funds exceeding $10.' 


2. The namp and address ()f every 


person receiving funds in excess of 
$10 must be recorded. 


3. A receipted bill, stating the par- 


ticulars, for every expenditure of such 
funds must be kept.. ' 


4. The name and address of every 


person 
making such 
contributions 


must be filed. 


These restrictions would apply to 


any individual or organization that 
worked for the enactment or defeat 
of any legislalidn of'. appropriation by 
congress or that worked for the nom- 
ination, election or defeat of any can- 
didate for the house or senate. 


The penalty 
for such violations 


would be a fine -of not more than 
$1,000 or imprisonment for not more 
than one'year. 


In Strategic Position 


The senate already has passed a bill 


aimed at the same .jthing, but it is not 
so drastic. The principal feature ;of 
the senate bill is to require all per- 
sons working for or against legislation 
in congress to register. 


The thing that sen^s shjversiup the 


backs of so-called "lobbyists"'is. that 
H*R. 11223 holds .a strategic position on 
the road to enactment. 


If unaimous consent to take up the 


bill is refused by the house, it only 
will be necessary to throw it into the 
rules committee and secure a special 
rule. Then members of the house 
will be forced to vote on it whether 
they like it or not.
